TAXES ON GAMBLING SHOW 
BEST RESULTS IN GERMANY 


Lottery and Betting Levies Pro- 
ducing More, and Ordinary 
Sources Less Revenue. 


By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, Sept. 2.—Taxing the 
gaming instincts of its burghers 
proves one of the best means the 
German State treasury has of im- 
proving its revenues. Figures re- 
veal that receipts from _ lottery, 
playing card, and betting taxes are 
steadily increasing while ordinary 
taxes show a marked decline. 

Statistics show an increase of 
more than 50 per cent in tax reve- 
nue in horse racing bets. The tax 
offices cashed in more than 27,000,- 
000 marks (roughly $6,750,000) in 
1931 as compared with only 17,- 
000,000 marks in 1924. The size 
of the bets is growing smaller. 

No depression is felt in the Ger- 
man playing card industry. About 
16 German factories are fully em- 
ployed to fill the demands of their 
customers. 

Taxes on cards brought $650,- 
000 last year, a little more than in 
the previous year. The increase is 
mainly due to the growing popu- 
larity of bridge in Germany, the 
factories say. 

A tax on lotteries, however, 
brought the fattest financial yield, 
which increased nearly 100 per cent 
since 1927. The State treasury re- 
ceived $15,000,000 from selling lot- 
tery tickets in 1931. The same 
source brought only $8,000,000 in 
1927.

BERLIN, Germany, Sept. 2. — 
The five Fascists who were con- 
demned to death at Beuthen last 
week on a charge of murdering a 
Communist during a political 
brawl, received a commutation to 
life imprisonment when the Fed- 
eral Commissioners reviewed their 
case today. 

Chancellor von Papen presided 
at the conference which decided to 
show mercy to the men, who were 
condemned under the emergency 
decree of Aug. 9 providing capital 
punishment for crimes of political 


violence. 

During the trial it was estab- 
lished that the crime was com- 
mitted only an hour and a half 
after the emergency decree became 
effective. With that fact in mind, 
the Commissioners decided to yield 
to petitions for clemency which 
had been submitted by numerous 
organizations. 

It seemed likely that they were 
influenced also by the considera- 
tion that Adolf Hitler’s National 
Socialists would quiet down a bit if 
mercy were extended. The sen- 
tence of death had stirred Hitler to 
vehement attacks upon the law and 
the Government. 

It was irfdicated that the Prus- 
sian Government would permit a 
rehearing of the case. This means 
that it would not come before the 
emergency speed court which con- 
demned the mén, but before the 
regular courts with trial by jury. 

“Nazis Will Win Through.” 

Meanwhile, on the political front, 
Hitler has left no doubt that his 
Nazi brown shirts are ready to op- 
pose the government of Chancellor 
von Papen to the bitter end. In 
fact, he has challenged the Junker 
leader to dissolve the Reichstag 
as many times as he wishes, since 
the Nazis “would win through, and 
that soon.” Von Papen has a dis- 
solution decree, signed by Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg, ready to use 
at any time he desires. 

Hitler, in a speech to 20,000 of 
his followers last night, taunted 
the Chancellor as a recent dabbler 
in politics who had been asleep for 
the last 13 years. 

“The time is coming when Ger- 
many will be glimmering brown,” 
he said. “They won't believe, but 
they will see it.” 

150,000 Steel Helmets Meet. 

The statement that every ex- 
service man in Germany stands be 
hind the Government’s efforts t 
obtain equality in armaments with 
other nations and to bring about 
revision of the Versailles treaty was 
made yesterday by Col. Theodore 
Duesterberg, second chairman of 
the Steel Helmet War Veterans’ Or- 
ganization. 

Col. Duesterberg, who ran _ for 

President this spring against Von 
Hindenburg) and Hitler, made this 
statement ina press interview 
which served as curtain raiser for 
the Steel Hefmet convention, at 
which 150,000 delegates are repre- 
senting the membership of 1,000,000 
ex-service men. 
Meanwhile, a Government spokes- 
man reiterated Germany’s insist- 
ence that other nations must dis- 
arm just as Germany has. 

“Germany favors a radical reduc- 
tion of armaments, but this must 
be done atcording to the same 
principles for all States,” the 
spokesman said. “The measures to 
be takem by Germany must fall in 
line with the character and extent 
of general reduction of arma- 
ments.” 

Against War for Revenge. 

In a press interview, Col. Dues- 
terberg took'‘a shot at Hitler by 
asserting that the stee: helmet or- 
ganization served “no single party 
or person” and that post-war his- 
tory showed no one party could 
rule Germany. 


From the ‘beginning, the Colonel 


y said, his organization had support- 


ed the idea of a Cabinet responsi- 
ble to the President similar to the 
one that has been established. 

‘We do not favor any war for 
revenge,” Col. Duesterberg said. 
“We honor those on the opposite 
side who did their duty, but we 
are proud to be Germans4ind want 
our nation restored to its former 
prominence.”’

Dewey 8. Godfrey, chairman of 
the Democratic City Committee, ad- 
mitted to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that he had not paid the $100 
filing fee required by law to be paid 
to the committee by all candidates 
for places on the committee. He 
said it had been paid for him by 
the committee. 

When pressed to say whether all 
committee candidates who support- 
ed Francis M. Wilson for the nomi- 
nation for Governor were relieved 
of the payment ‘of the fee, he said 
that “he presumed they were.” 

It is known that committee can-' 
didates who supported Wilson’s op- 
ponent, Russell L. Dearmont, paid 
their filing fees. The use of City 
Committee funds to pay the Wilson 
committeemen fees thus in effect 
was the use of the Dearmont sup- 
porters’ money to finance partly the 
campaign expenses of the Wilson 
committeemen, their opponents. 

Mystery of the Money. 

Godfrey’s disclosure was the first 
information tending toward clear- 
ing the mystery of the disappear- 
ance from the committee treasury 
of an amount in excess of $5600, 
which members of the committee 
have not been disposed to discuss 
for publication. 

When Harry J. Cantwell, the 
newly elected treasurer, took charge 
a week ago, he found only $1496 
on hand. He had expected to find 
$10,000 or fhore, knowing that each 
candidate for committeeman was 
required to pay $100, that candi- 
dates for local offices were required 
to pay fees and that there had been 
some private contributions to the 
committee.

I admire the spirit of men 
who will rise and act rather than 
starve complacently, but their ac- 
tion, thus far, has not struck at the 
causes of our troubles. 

“A strong, integrated Socialist 
movement is the one thing that 
may avert catastrophe. The raw 
materials of Fascism are lying all 
about—ignorance, illiteracy, race 
and religious prejudices. A dema- 
gogue could arise, here as in Ger- 
many—and I know men who 
would be willing to play suche a 
role—but have been waiting for a 
little more favorable circum- 
stances. 

“Disrespect for political action is 
all about us, and how could it be 
otherwise, after the exhibition of 
political action given by the Re- 
publican and Democratic circuses 
at Chicago? Such an editorial as 
I read in a St. Louis newspaper to- 
day, headed “Andy Gump for Pres- 
ident,”” could not appear except in 
a state of contemptuous and cynic- 
al public feeling toward political 
matter. !

HE highlight of Justice Sta- 

T ley’s opinion on the Walker

“The requirement for a fair 
trial, and the provisions of Sec- 
tion 34 of the public ‘officers’ 
law, do not countenance, in my 
judgment, wholesale receipt and 
use of testimony taken by an in- 
vestigating committee. . .. 
The relator in this proceeding 
(Mayor Walker) as a matter of 
common justice, is entitled to re- 
ceive that full measure of pro- 
tection which has been accorded 
to others.” 

Justice Staley cited prece- 
dents by which he observed that 
Gov. Roosevelt might be said to 
be in error in three instances in 
the conduct of proceedings, but 
added that the courts had no 
right to interfere. 

“Courts have no power over 
his (the Governor’s) person,” he 
wrote, “and they cannot commit 
him for disobedience of judicial 
process.

Roosevelt formally and officially 
ended the Mayor Walker ouster 
hearing today before a gallery of 
his legal advisers, reporters and a 
few surprised tourists who had 
wandered into the “Hall of Gov- 
ernors.” 

Gov. Roosevelt read a telegram 
from John J. Curtin, Walker's 
chief counsel, advising Gov. 
Roosevelt he would not appear as 
Walker had resigned. 

Looking up from the telegram, 
Roosevelt said: 

“The Honorable Mayor, J. J. 
Walker, has resigned, his action 
in so doing therefore terminated 
the proceedings before the Gov- 
ernor. I therefore declare the 
hearings closed.” - 

Gov. Roosevelt at a press con- 
ference, was_asked if he would 
have “any statement.” 

“No,” ‘he answered. 

“Will there be one later?” 
“No.”

Walker resigned as Mayor of New 
York City last night, on the eve 


of resumption of the hearing of' 


ouster charges against him be- 
fore Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Joseph V. McKee, President of 
the Board of Aldermen, automat- 
ically became Mayor. 

McKee on reaching the City 
Hall today said: “I am exceeding- 
ly sorry about the Walker resig- 
nation, and I regret that I have 
been injected into this position 
under these particular circum- 
stances.” 

He said his first endeavors 
would be made in connection with 
city finances and drastic trimming 
of the city budget. “Cutting the 
budget to the bone is an old 
phrase,” he said, “but this time it 
is going to be done.” 

Denounces Gov. Roosevelt. 

In resigning, Walker denounced 
the ouster proceedings, and sug- 
gested that he might carry the 
issue to the voters by running for 
re-election. 

“Un-American” — “extraordi- 
nary inquisition” — “travesty” — 
“mock trial’ — “perversion of the 
executive power’ — “studiously 
unfair” — “biased Judge” — these 
were some of the phrases that 
studded the statement Walker 
gave out on his resignation. 

He said the purpose of his resig- 
nation was to “change the venue.” 
“l can change it to the supreme 
authority, the people themselves," 
he said. “I can change the place 
of trial so as to take it away from 
a biased Judge acting illegally and 
in an avowed usurpation of pow- 
er, with a personal interest in the 
outcome that disqualifies him as a 


inatter of common decency from

The action was taken on the rec- 
ommendation of the Policy Com- 
mittee headed by Byron Humphries 
of Springfield, which announced 
the miners intended “to immedl- 
ately make plans to meet the Iili- 
nois coal operators for the resump- 
tion of work throughout the state 
under satisfactqry arrangements.” 

While no definite action has been 
taken by the convention on wage 
scale negotiations, the miners are 
demanding their old scale of $6.10 


a day for diggers in mechanizei/ 


mines, and a tonnage rate of 91 
cents for hand-loaders of coal with 
concessions of the six-hour day and 
the five-day week. 


Text of Statement. 

“The miners of Hlinois assem- 
bled in*¢statewide conyention and 
representing 33,000 miners of the 
state have definitely repudiated the 
Lewis-Walker forces,” the Policy 
Committee declared. 

“We have decided to give Lewis 
(International President John L. 
Lewis) and Walker (Illinois Dis- 
trict President John H. Walker) 
‘their ‘emergency contract’ and per- 
mit them personally to mine coal 
under that ‘machine-gun’ contract. 
We are through with them and not 
another cent will be paid them by 
the miners. 

“We will proceed from Illinois to 

quidate Lewis in the mining in- 
Testy of the nation.” 

‘Members of the Policy Commit- 
tee said miners of Indiana also had 
joined in the movement to set 
aside the $5 wage scale, with 22 
delegates from Indiana attending 

meeting here. 
Committee Drafts mi. 

A committee consisting of two 
representatives from each subdis- 
trict in the State was appointed 
last night to formulate a program 
to prevent operation of mines un- 
der the new wage contract. 

While leaders at the meeting 
made no definite announcement, 
they indicated no further attempt 
would be made to march on oper- 
ating mines and close them by 
picketing. They said they hoped 
to adopt a program which would 
induce most of the miners now 
working to leave the mineg, 

Claude Pearcy, chairman of the 
meeting, said many small opera-. 
tors had offered to negotiate with 
the miners for separate contracts 
fer return of the men to work un- 
der the old wage scale. ‘Their pro- 
posals, he said, would be consid- 
ered at the meeting. Operators of 
20 mines in St. Clair and Madison 
counties alone have made such of- 
fers, it was announced. 


Foster Says Deputies Broke Up 
Meeting at Zeigler, Ill, 

‘William Z. Foster, Commuaist 
candidate for President, announced 
in St. Louis today that when he 
appeared in Zeigler, Ill., Franklin 
County mining town, last night, to 
make a scheduled address, more 
than 400-spectators who had gath- 
ered to hear his speech were 
chased away by 50 auto loads of 
heavily armed deputy sheriffs. 

Foster, when he made the an- 
nouncement, was accompanied by 
two members of the Communist 
Party Campaign Committee, who 
said they were with him at Zeigfer 
last night. They corroborated bis 
assertion that deputy sheriffs 
chased away the audience. 

“We got into Zeigler about 6:30,” 
Foster said. “At 7 o’clock there 
were 400 or 500 peple gathered 
around the hall where I was to 
speak, Tne hall, ironically enough, 
was named ‘Liberty Hal.’ We went 
to get the keys to open it and while 
we were gone, about 50 carloads of 
armed deputies, all with revolvers 


_ strapped on the outside, chased the 
‘crowd away and from then on, 


wouldn’t let them get within half 
a block of the hall.” 

Press dispatches from Zeigler to- 
day said that several hundred per- 
sons appeared at “Liberty Hall” 
last night to hear Foster speak, but 
Foster did not show up. 

Sheriff Browning Robinson of 
Franklin County told the Post-Dis- 
patch over long-distance telephone 
today that he was at Zeigler with 
a few deputies last night and that 
he did not see Foster a tany time.

WALKER’S SUCCESSOR 
HOPED 10 BE FIREMAN 


Instead J. V. McKee Has Been 
Magistrate, Writer and Teach- 
er — Good Vote-Getter.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Joseph 
V. McKee, born in the Bronx 43 
years ago, wanted to be a fireman, 
but became Mayor of New York in- 


stead. 

In between those boyhood years 
when he loitered, fascinated, 
around the old firehouse on East 
Tremont avenue, and today, when, 
because of the resignation of James 
J. Walker, he became Mayor, Mc- 
Kee was in turn an instructor in 
Greek, Latin and literature, a part- 
time newspaper man, an Assembly- 
man, a City Court Justice, a law- 
yer and President of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

They call him “Judge” not so 
much because he was a City Court 
Justice, as because of his dignified 
bearing and appearance. 

For the most part, as President 
of the Board of Aldermen, he has 
been a supporter of Mayor Walk- 
er’s policies, though he has not hes- 
itated to take a stand in opposition 
on several occasions, 

He dresses neatly but conserva- 
tively. He is good humored, but 
does not possess the faculty of 
quick, witty rejoinder so noticeable 
in Mayor, Walker. His nature is 
retiring and he is a comparative 
stranger tc the Broadway places so 
familiar to the man he has suc- 
ceeded as Mayor. He has said 
that the ceremonial side of the 
Mayor's office, made much of by 
Walker, does not appeal to him. 

On the numerous occasions 
when he served as acting Mayor 
owing to the Mayor’s absence from 
the city, McKee was punctilious in 
hours, arriving at the City Hall 
each morning at 9:15 o’clock and 
remaining until 6 at night. 

In 1918 he married Miss Cor- 
nelia E. Kraft of New Rochelle. 
They live in the Bronx and have 
two children, Richard and Joseph 
Jr. 

Mayor McKee. demonstrated in 
1925 a surprising ability as a vote 
getter; surprising because his quiet, 
dignified manner of: campaigning 
was markedly different from that 
of many other candidates. His 
speeches were informative tut 
were not distinguished by biting 
wit, as were those of Walker. 

McKee'’s vote-getting strength 
was demonstrated in 1929 when he 
had a plurality of 606,000, which 
was 6000 votes better than Mayor 
Walker. McKee led the ticket in 
four of the five boroughs. 

McKee has been described as 
“the type of young man the new 
Tammany is drafting,” but by 
most political observers he is not 
regarded ag a Tammany man at 
all He has on numerous  occa- 
sions Cisagreed with Walker, seif- 
styled “Tammany Hall Mayor," and 
has sporsored legisiation of his 
Own without regard to Tammany. 

His method of conducting board 
meetings has been called “brisk 
and businesslike.” He has been 
especially concerned with.city ex- 
penditures and has earned some- 
thing of a reputation as a watch- 


dog of the treasury.

My counsel, Mr. Curtin, de- 
manded at the opening of the 
hearing that the Governor sum- 
mon those witnesses upon whose 
testimony Mr. Seabury or the 
Governor based the so-called 
charges against me, in order 
that I might face them and that 
my counsel might have an op- 
portunity to cross-examine 
them. This was denied by the 
Governor. - At no time was Mr. 
Seabury even called upon by 
the Governor to name those wit- 
nesses, much less to summon 
them. As soon as this ruling 
was made I protested, but with- 
out avail. 


Day after day during the 
course of the proceeding it be- 
came more and more apparent 
that I was being subjected to an 
extraordinary inquisition. 


Calls Trial a Travesty. 


I was not accorded even the 
elementary rights guaranteed to 
any defendant in a court of law. 


the proceeding before the Gov- 
ernor developed into a travesty. 
A mock trial, a proceeding in 
comparison to which even the 
practice of a drum-head court- 
martial seemed liberal. 

Upon my counsel’s insistence, 
the conduct of this proceeding 
was submitted to the Supreme 
Court in order that the validity 

_of the objections of my counsel 
might be impartially adjudicat- 
ed, The Court decided on Mon- 
day of this week that the Gov- 
ernor proceeded in excess of 
jurisdiction and without war- 
rant of law: 

(1) By denying me the right 
to which I am entitled under 
the Constitution and the law to 
confront accusing witnesses and 
cross-examine them and by his 
treating accusations as self- 
proven without supporting evi- 
dence. 

(2) By considering as charges, 
upon which he might act ad- 
versely, a group of accusations, 
more than two-thirds of the to- 
tal number ef charges, involv- 
ing no wrongdoing in fact, and 
which concerned alleged inci- 
dents occurring prior to my sec- 
ond election, over which he has 
no jurisdiction under the Con- 
stitution, the statutes, the de- 
cisions of the courts, and the 
rulings of prior executives, in- 
cluding Governors Charles E. 
Hughes, David B. Hill and 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

(3) By considering as charges, 
upon which he might act ad- 
versely, certain incidents in- 
volving no element of wrong- 
doing on my part, relating not 
only to my official conduct but 
to my private affairs and the 
private affairs of others having 
no official relation with the 
City of New York. 


‘At Mercy of the Governor’ 


The Supreme Court also held 
that it was without power to 
restrain the Governor or pre- 
vent the invasion by him of my 
legal rights, which legal rights 
have been accorded without 
hesitancy by all prior Gover- 

‘ nors when #equested by officials 
under scrutiny. 

The Supreme Court says that 
this lack of power results from 
the Governor invoking a techni- 
cality—by making a “special 
appearance” and refusing to 
yield jurisdiction to the courts. 
The Court says this leaves me 
at the mercy of the Governor 
and his avowed determination 
to subject me to an unlawful 
and unconstitutional exercise of 
power—a perversion of execu- 
tive power—a usurpation of 
power without color of author- 
ity under any statutory or con- 
stitutional provision or any ju- 
dicial or executive decision, all 
this in order that he may ac- 
complish a wrongful and un- 
lawful end. 

I am told that the Governors 
of numerous states, and even 
in England, the King, yielded 
to the courts in order that no 
one may suffer from an unjust

I am also told that, so far as 
the courts are concerned at 
present, I must submit to being 
outraged by the unlawful acts 
of the Governor. I did not be- 
lieve that in this day and age 
any man in this country would 
assert the right to act above the 
law, to exercise arbitrary and 
unlawful power, while conceding 
he did not in law possess arbi- 
trary power. 


Governor’s Course ‘Illegal’ 


The Governor announced he 
would not yield jurisdiction to 


the courts, which might restrain 
him from doing illegal acts lev- 
eled at me, unlawful under long- 
settled prior decisions, even be- 
fore the pronouncement of Jus- 
tice Staley. The Governor has 
announced that he will persist 
in his illegal course. He has so 
announced at a time when I am 
informed that if the rights 
which he denies to me were ac- 
corded, the alleged charges 
would have to be dismissed. But 
I am told that I am without 
remedy at the present time in 
the courts because the Governor 
asserts and stands on an im- 
munity from the process of the 
courts which has not been as- 
serted even in England since the 
time of George III, whose as- 
sertions of arbitrary power pro- 
voked the American Revolution- 
ary War. 

I am told that I am without 
remedy at the present time in 
the courts, although the conced- 
ed and substantial unlawful in- 
vyasion of my rights is due to a 
Governor who has a personal in- 
terest in the outcome of the 
pending proceeding of a char- 
acter which would disqualify a 
Judge acting in a corresponding 
capacity on the ground of bias. 

This indefensible and lawless 
purpose of the Governor has re- 
vealed itself throughout’ the 
hearing. He has not called 
upon the accusers, particularly 
Mr. Seabury, to produce any 
supporting proof. Despite decla- 
rations of fairness, he has been 
studiously unfair. He has acted 
as a prosecutor, although the 
law requires that he be coldly 
neutral to both accuser and.ac- 
cused and that he be an impar- 
tial judge. He has engaged in 
a three-cornered, futile ‘cross- 
examination of my witnesses. He 
has exhibited discomfiture and 
displeasure as the unproven 
charges have been disproved un- 
det his eyes by uncontradicted 
testimony. The burden of proof 
of my innocence has beén cast 


upon me by the Governor’s un- 


lawful procedure. 


Denied Access to Record. 
He has denied me access to 
the record of testimony taken in 


private hearings by Mr. Seabury, 
which record was paid for by 
public money and would be fur- 
ther disproof of the charges 
which he ts prosecuting. He de- 
nied me until a day or two ago 
the work sheets used by Mr. 
Seabury to bulld up a i$ false 
structure of bank and stock ac- 
counts with which I have no in- 
terest or knowledge, responsi- 
‘bility or accountability, but 
which under the unlawful pro-

cedure of the Governor I am 
-@alled upon to have analyzed 


an assertion to prove it. He has 
allowed questions to be pro- 


to be answered that even a first- 
year law student would recog- 
nize were not permissible and - 
without probative or binding 
force upon me. 


While the Supreme Court has 
said, despite these unlawful 
acts and excéss of jurisdiction 
on the part of the Governor, ‘ 
that I can get no present relief 
because the Governor hides be- 
hind the technical’ immunity 
plea, yet I am not without a 
remedy; I can by my own act 
change the venvwe. I can 
change it to the Supreme au- 
thority, the people themselves. 
I can change the place of trial 
so as to take it away from a 
biased judge acting illegally 
and in an avowed usurpation 
of power, with a personal in- 

‘terest in the outcome that dis. 

qualifies him as a matter of 
common decency from acting. 
‘asa judge in the matter. Mr. 
Curtin’s letter shows that not 
a shred of justification exists 
for the refusal of the Gover. 
nor to dismiss the charges. 
Apart from that it appears: 


(1) Not one witness has tes-~ 
tified that any act of mine, 
either of commission or omis- 
sion, was influenced by any im- 
proper, illegal or dishonest con- 

. sideration. 


(2) Not one witness has tes- 
tified that I either sought or 
received any money, or any- 
thing, as a consideration for 
any official act of mine. 


{3) Not one witness has tes- 
tified that I have ever done 
anything, either by malfeasance, 
misfeasance or nonfeasance, in- 
juriously affecting the Oity of 
New York or its citizens. — 

(4) Not one witness has tes- 
tified that I have caused the 
wrongful expenditure or the 
loss of a single dollar to the 
people of the City of New York, 
although upwards of five bil- 
lions of dollars have been ex- 
pended during my administra- 
tion as Mayor. 

This uncontradicted record. 
stands despite the expenditure 
of $760,000 devoted exclusively 
to a man hunt unsuccessfully 
pursued to find some means of 
destroying me. In addition, 
another $100,000 of public 
funds will have to be provided 
to defray the expenses of the 
hearing ordered by the Gover- 
nor—a high price for a mock 
trial. 


“Shall I Be Lynched?” 


Under these circumstances 
the question which I am faced 
with is: Shall I permit myself 
to be lynched to satisfy pre- 
judice or political ambition? 

I feel if I further submit 
that I would demean myself 
as well as the citizens of New 
York who have twice honored 
me by electing me Mayor by 
overwhelming majorities be- 
cause the verdict, whether for 
or against me, would not be on 
the merits but dictated by po- 
litical expediency. 

I have gone as far as anyone 
could to prove my willingness 
to answer questions on every 
act in my life. I have met my 
accusers and disproved the 
charges. I have met Mr. Sea- 
bury and answered his every 
question. I have met the Gov- 
ernor and answered his évery 
question. Both .§ exhausted 
themselves in. examining me 
and told me they had no more 
questions to ask. 

I have not been given an op- 
portunity to prove miy record 
of service to the city as its 
Mayor for two terms, a record 
of which I am proud, a récord 
which was acclaimed by the 
whole city, nor will I be grant- 
ed such an opportunity from 
the Governor. That is appar- 
ent, ’ 

Why, then, continue 
him when there is another 
forum open to me? To that 
forum, the people of the City 
of New York, I ieave my case 
in the spirit of true democracy, 
conscious of the rectitude of my 
official acts and with a faith 
in the fair judgment of my fel- 
low citizens. 

Iam not trying to avoid re- 
sponsibility. I am incurring it 
by submitting my case to the 
people who made me Mayor, 
the people of the City of New 
York.

Clerk Certifies Vacancy Exists; 
.. Courts Likely to Iron 
Out Situation. ~

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Certifica- 
tion that a vacancy exists in the 
post of Mayor of New York and 
should be filled at the next general 
elettion on Nov. 8 was sent to the 
Board of Elections today. by the 
City Clerk. The vacancy occurred 
with the resignation of Mayor 
James J. Walker iast night. 

Joseph V. McKee, President of 
the Board of Aldermen, who auto- 
matically succeeded to the mayor- 
alty with ‘Walker's resignation, 
took over the post today and polit- 
ical circles generally assumed that 
Walker would be a candidate to 
fill his own unexpired term. 

Though he did not state defi- 
nitely that he would seek re-elec- 
tion, Walker said he would leave 
his case in the hands of the voters. 

The communication of City Clerk 
Michael J. Cruise to the Board of 
Elections, ordering the selection on 
Nov. 8 was sent while political 
leaders were predicting the situa- 
tion would have to be ironed out in 
the courts, some holding that a 
new Mayor could not be elected 
until the next regular municipal 
election in November, 1933, and 
others insisting Walker’s unexpired 
term must be filled at the next gen- 
eral election. 

“In accordance with section 69 
of the election law,’ Cruise wrote 
to the Election Board, “I hereby 
certify to you that there is a va- 
cancy for the office of Mayor of 
the City of New York, to be voted 
for at the general election, Nov. 8, 
1932.” 

Cruise sent a copy of the letter 
to the Corporation Counsel, Arthur 
J. W. Hilly. He had not conferred 
with Hilly, who was in conference 
with Mayor McKee this morning, 
up to thg time that hg sent the 
communication, 

John H. McCooey, Democratic 
leader of Kings County, said today 
it was “not fully decided whether 
Mayor Walker will run for re-elec- 
tion this coming election.” 


This statement was considered 
important as there wad wide belief 
that McCooey’s decision would car- 
ry along the Borough of Richmond 
and that Secretary of State Edward 
Flynn, Bronx leader and strong 
Roosevelt supporter, might not sup- 
port Walker. 


As it is too late for Walker to go 
before the primaries for nomina- 
tion, his right to run again for the 
office he relinquished rests with 
the Democratic leaders of the five 
boroughs and he will need the sup- 
port of three before he can go be- 
fore the people 4s a mayoralty can- 
didate.

ENDS LIFE IN CELL 
TAFTER CONFESSING 
KIDNAPING KILLING 


Kenosha, Wis., Bootlegger ’ 
Threatened by Three 
Others Accused by Him,

to Meet Wednesday 
Prospects. 


“The Prophet,” a Biblical pre- 
sentation advertised as “a famous 
European spectacular drama witb 
German, Russian and English 
cast,” will not open Sunday night 
at the Odeon under supervision of 


the Dramatic League, as previously 
announced, because the league is 
financially unable to continue with 
the promotion. 

Miss Gertrude Knott, executive 
director of the league, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today that the 
advance sale of tickets was insuf- 
ficient to pay the expenses of pro- 
motion, 

“As the opening day ap- 
proached,” she added, “we found 
that we did not have time to prop- 
erly promote the production in such 
a way to do it justice. The wide- 
spread interest that has been 
aroused concerning the production 
will be gratified later under more 
favorable circumstances.” 

But Norman W. Fields, repre- 
senting the director of the play's 
“premiere American tour,” said: “If 
‘The Prophet’ is produced in St. 
Louis, it won’t be by the Dra- 
matic League. It couldn’t even 
raise enough money—about $600— 
to open the box office, advertise, 
pay stage hands, or buy stamps for 
a stack of letters already addressed 
to ministers. We thought every- 
thing was all right until last Mon- 
day, when I got this.” 

Fields exhibited a letter from the 
Dramatic League which informed 
him: “We are not in position finan- 
cially to continue with the promo- 
tion of ‘The Prophet’ under the ex- 
isting contract and water existing 
conditions.” 

Fields said the Dramestd League 
was to finance the preliminary 
expense of promotion. The profit 
was to be divided on a percentage 
basis. ~ é 

The letter also said that two 
weeks were needed to raise $600 or 
$700 to meet expenses, after which 
two weeks more would be requfred 
for promotion. It proposed post- 
poning the performance for four 
weeks, 

“Just that!” Fields said. “After 
making arrangements to bring all 
the principals here. The  princi- 
pal characters were to have been 
played by a cast of 40 Europeans, 
many of whom had parts in the 
‘Passion Play’ during its recent 
tour. Then I got this, with the 
show to open: Sunday.” 

Fields read a second letter, dated 


last Tuesday, signed by Miss Knott, 
which informed him the league was 
financially unable to complete its 
contract with the tour director, W. 
L. Radcliffe, and suggested cancel- 
lation of the agreement. 

“What could I do?” Fields asked. 
“I canceled the contract. I thought 
they could put it over. Look at 
those names,” he said, indicating 
the list of prominent persons print- 
ed as committee members on the 
league’s letterhead. 

Meantime, among the principale: 
Herr Heinrich Ortmann of Essen, 
Germany, who plays the part of 
the Prophet, and seven other Ger- 
man players, are in St. Louis, won- 
dering what the next move will be. 

“They are not stranded,” said 
Joseph White, publicity agent. for 
the play. “We are taking care of 
them. We have other bookings in 
three weeks If the first week 
here had been successful, we would 
have run two weeks. We will try 
to get some other organization to 
put it on.” 

Among the principals announced 
are Nicholas Karlash, “director of 
the Royal Russian Choir,” and 
Mlle. Eugenia Repelsky,: “premiere 
danseuse, Imperial Russian Opera, 
directing the ballets.” 

“We got telegrams to some in 
time,” White said. “Others came 
and had to go back and are out 
their railroad fare.”

He was impressed by the 
potentials of the out-of-town gar- 
den, surprised by hibiscus and Vic- 
toria regia lilies growing outdoors 
in town, and enthusiastic over the 
prospects of a new lawn grass 
which, he declared, “might sweep 
the county.” But as he and Super- 
intendent George H, Pring complet- 
ed their rounds and strolled back 
toward the entrance, the talk re- 
turned to fundamentals, to the 
garden’s performance of its put.:.c 
function as the gift of Henry Shaw 
to the people of Missauri. 

The Garden and the Public. 
“It is exactly what a botanical] 
garden should be,’ said Barron. 
“Botanical gardens in general are 
either museums or laboratories. As 
a matter of fact, most of them are 
collections of decrepit things 
which shonvld have beer killed in 
their youth. 

“But here,’ while the garden has 
maintained its leadership in sci- 
ence, the unscientific amateur can 
find not only much to interest him, 
but a wealth of information to take 
home and put to practial use. So 
far as the general public is con- 
cerned, your scientific work, known 
to scientists all over the world, 
performs its service in the back- 
ground, as it should. _ Its business 
is not to entertain the amateur, but 
to find out the fundamental causes 
behind the behavior or misbeha- 
vior of the plants that interest 
him.” 

Barron described the immense 
stock of show orchids at Gray Sum- 
mit—60,.000. or more of them—as 
‘probably the finest collection of 
the sort anywhere, certainly the 
finest in any botanical garden.” In 
diversity of soil, exposure and aitu- 
ation, he declared he had never 
seen a finer site for a garden than 
those 1600 acres in the Meramec 
Valley. 

“We saw thriving there plants 
which, in commonly accépted opin- 
ion, cannot. be grown in this part 
of the world,” remarked Barron. 
“Tl refer particularly to Scottish 
heather. Rhododendrons and azal- 
eas were growing in masses out- 
doors. That opens up an entirely 
new field, for apparently the hardi- 
ness of these plants, and probably 
others, has been judged by the 
worst possible situation instead of 
the best. 

“Of course,” Barron said, “I 
should return to Gray Summit 100 
years from now. That's the time 
to see this garden.” 

Grass Catches His Eye. 
Strolling. through the rose gar- 
den in town, Barron commented on 
the virtues or weaknesses of each 
variety.. His eyes widened as he 
gazed over the chrysanthemum 
plantation nearly as big ag a corn- 
tield, where 6000 are being raised 
for the November show. But his 
interest Teached its liveliest pitch 
when pring took him to the experi- 
mental grass plots. Barron is an 
expert on lawn grasses and has 
written a book about them. 

“Here,” said Pring, pausing at 
a section covered, with tufts of 
different bent grasses, ‘we have 
60 strains of grass which «will 
propagate by stolons, selected from 
a plot of Rhode Island bent grass, 
which propagates by seed only. 
Not far from the Rhede Island 
bent, however, ar viviparous 
grasses, Which propagate by sto- 
lons. 
son, and we believe the selected 
strains are new hybrids. One of 
these 60 new. strains is a real 
grass, and I want to see if you can 
find - it.” 

Barron walked along the edge 
of the experimental plot, passing 
some grass-tufts with hardly “a 
glance, pausing momentarily at 
others. .Suddenly, near the far 
end, he stooped to run his hands 
over a remarkably heavy .sod. 

“You've got something here,” 
he exclaimed, and Pring replied, 
“That's the one.” 

“If you got all this from one 
row of stolons,” Barron said, “‘it 
really means something. A bent 
that spreads so rapidly would be 
a very cheap grass to plant. You 
may have something there that Will 
sweep the whole country.” 


Praises Garden’s Appearance. 

“The garden looks better than 
when I saw it in 1926,” he=re- 
marked. “You have accepted your 
| smokey condition ‘Here, and met it.

“You have given this garden a 
very attractive treatment, with 
your petunias, zinnias and other 
flowers to add color, bring in the 
public and get it interested.

DOOLITTLE TOUCHES 
301 MILES AN HOUR 


Fails to Set New Speed 
Record for Land Craft 
Because Tail Wind 
Pushed Him Along. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 3.— 
Locking their airplane wings as 
they rounded the home pylon, 15% 
yards in front of the grandstand, 
William A. Warrick Jr. and Paul §. 
Bloom were injured in the first 
serious accident of the National 
Air Races today. 

Bloom and Warrick were leading 
in the second lap of the first event 
of the afternoon, a 2-mile race for 
amateurs, when they crashed. 

Bloom, whose home is in Daven- 
port, Ia., was a few yards ahead 
when Warrick attempted to take 
up the distance by making a sharp 
turn. As he started to straighten 
out, Warrick’s right wing locked 
with the left wing of Bloom’s bor- 
rowed monoplane and the two 
ships crashed together in a cloud 
of dust. Both planes were demol- 
ished. 

At Berea Hospital, where the 
men were taken, Dr. Willard Bow- 
ser said Bloom had a mild concus- 
sion of thé brain and Warrick a 
moderate concussion.» and lacera- 
tions. 

Bloom was flying a monoplane 
borrowed from Harold Newmann, 
Moline, Til., and Warrick that of 
Art Chester, Joliet, III. 

The event was won by Sydney 
Nesbitt, Montreal, Quebec, with an 
average speed of 101.694 miles an 
hour, B. F. Stegall, Savannahf Ga., 
was second: S. B., Clevely, Toron- 
to, Ont., was third. 

The slim all-metal monoplane of 
Ray Moore, Alameda, Cal. was 
qualified for the 100-mile speed 
classic with an average speed over 
the three-kilometer course of 
237.738 miles an hour. Moore’s 
fastest dash was 254.389 miles an 
hour and his slowest 222.065. The 
race will be run Monday. 

New Speed Record Likely. 

America’s fastest flying pilots 
were more confident than ever to- 
day that the world’s land plane 
speed record would be broken be- 
fore the races end Monday. 

A large part of their encourage- 
ment came from a_e spectacular 
performance yesterday by Maj. 
James H. Doolittle, St. Louis. 
Flying a stubby monoplane, he 
maGe one, dash over a three-kilo- 
meter course at a rate of 301.106 
miles an hour. Although’ the 
world’s record, made by the late 
Adjt. Bonnett of France, is only 
278.47 miles an hour, Doolittle 
was not credited with breaking it, 
because his 301-mile speed was 
partly due to a tail wind. On four 
laps, two with the wind and two 
against it, Doolittle averaged 
282.672 miles an hour. His slow- 
est time was 261.834. 

The previous day, Doolittle used 
another propeller and made an 
wnofficial time of 293 miles an 
hour, and that will be the pro- 
peller he will use for his next 
assault on the record. 

With the propeller changed back 
and his motor tuned again, he ex- 
pects to exceed the present record 
by at least five miles an hour. He 
hopes to make the new attempt 
tomorrow. 

Two other flyers planned to seek 
the record today. James J. Haiz- 
lip, St. Louis, new holder of the 
trans-continental record, and 
Jvames R. Wedeil had their fast 
planes ready to go, both expect- 
ing to go 275 miles an hour and 
possibly more. Roscoe Turner, 
who averaged 261.414 in an at- 
tempt at the record yesterday, also 
probably will try again before the 
races close. 


Sensational Staunter. 
Lieut. Andrea Zotti, whose stunts

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{LOST 9 DAYS IN JUNGLE 


ARE PARACHUTE LEAP 


Three U. S. Flyers in Nicaragua 
Found by Plane Which 


Guides Patrol to Them. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Sept. 2. 
—Three United States flyers today 
told how they jumped from their 
plane in the darkness of a jungle 
storm and reached safety because 
of a tenacious search by fellow 
Marines, two of whom lost their 
lives in the quest. " 

They. were Lieut. Clovis Cc. Coff- 
man of San Antonio, Tex., Sergt. 
Ww. E. Scofield, and Corp. R. R. 
Townsend, whose plane crashed 60 
miles from Bluefields in the Sequia 
district Aug. 21. With them in 
another plane at the time was 
Lieut. Arthur F. Binney of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., the flyer who re- 
ported their plight. 

The three rescued men have just 
arrived here, and expressed sorrow 
to learn that Lieut. R. P. Rutledge, 
Festus, Mo., and Sergt. O. B, Sim- 
mons, Hamilton, O., had lost their 
lives in a crash while seeking to 
aid them in the jungle. 

Planes Separated by Storm. 

Lieut. Coffman said his and 
Lieut. Binney’s plane were flying 
patrol and became separated in 
thickening weather. Suddenly vis- 
ibility vanished entirely, and Coff- 
man was forced to fly blind. The 


Spin, he “over-pulled” trying to 
come out, and went into another. 

“I figured the ‘soup’ was too 
thick to pull out again before a 
crash,” Coffman said, “so I sig- 
naled to Scofield and Townsend to 
‘bail out.’ I followed and Scofield 
came down near me. My ‘chute 
caught. on a limb, and I hung 
about 30 feet’'above the ground. 
Before Scofield could get to me 
the limb broke and I was tempo- 
rarily knocked out. 

Sighted by Plane. 

“When I revived we covered 
about five miles through the jungle 
hunting Townsend, but darkness 
interrupted. Scofield piled up 
leaves over the two of us to keep 
out the rain. We slept through that 
horrible night as best we could, 
only to find Townsend sleeping 
within 100 yards of us at daylight. 

“We started to make a raft and 
try to float down the nearest river, 
but soon we heard the roar of a 
motor. The plane we soon saw was 
flying around the spot where we 
left our ‘chutes, so we made sig- 
nal flags of our underwear and 
attracted its attention. 

“From then on life was fairly 
easy, with ships dropping supplies, 
and guiding a land patrol to us. It 
was nine days before the patrol got 
through, but those Marines made 
it and brought us back to safety.”

LIMA, O., Sept. 2.—One of the 
most baffling crimes in Ohio his- 
tory, the “quarry murders” of Earl 
Truesdale, 20 years old, and his 
sweetheart, Thelma Woods; 19, was 
solved today, police said, by the 
alleged confession of Loren Ellis- 
worth Truesdale, Earl's 23-year-old 
brother. 

The elder brother was arrested 
by private detectivés last night and 
gave the alleged confession, the of- 
ficers said, in the presence of his 
mother and father. Jealousy caused 
by rivalry in love was described as 


- the motive. 


The younger Truesdale and Miss 
Woods were killed the evening of 
Memorial day, 1931. Their bodies, 
weighted with stones, were found 


‘of the crime. The, bought some 


water-filled stone quarry at the 
outskirts of this city. 

In the following 15 months, the 
slaying remained a mystery further 
confused by several spurious con- 
fessions made by inmates of state 
penal institutions, who afterward 
repudiated them. Officers. several 
times arrested suspects, but never 
included the elder brother until 
last night. 

Loren's confession, the officers 
said, told of meeting Earl and Miss 
Woods in downtown Lima the night

There the brothers argued about 
the girl and Loren got a hammer 
and struck Earl on the head. “He 
had taken several girls away from 
me,” Loren was quoted as explain- 
ing. .

City Builds Own Plant After ||] 4 


Franchise Expires, but Fails 
in Legal Action.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 2— wii 


The City of Sikeston today lost in 
the Supreme Court its quo warrgnto 
suit to oust the Missouri Utilities 
Co., which hag continued to oper- 
ate there since expiration of its 20- 


year franchise, Dec. 16, 1922. For 
some time the utility has been oper- 


ating in competition with Sikeston’s | Hi 


$150,000 municipally-owned electric 
light and power plant. 

The Supreme Court, in refusing 
to oust the utility, heid that it is 
for the State Public Service. Com- 
mission to determine whether there 
still exists any necessity for con- 
tinuance of the service supplied by 
the company. One of the city’s 
principal contentions in the suit 
was that necessity for such service 
ceased when the municipally-owned 
plant began operation. 

After a detailed review of the 
case, Chief Justice. Frank E. At- 
wood, who wrote the opinion, said 
it is “clearly in accord with right 


and justice to hold, as we do, that 


in the circumstances the doctrines 
of laches and stoppage apply,” pro- 
tecting the utility from being 
ousted. 

“And realtor (the city) will not 
be heard to say that respondent 
(the company) is without right or 
authority to engage in the electric 
business in the City of Sikeston and 
have reasonable use of its streets, 
avenues and alleys in connection 
therewith,” Judge Atwood said. 

{n its decision Judge Atwood 
said he was “bearing in mind that 
counsel for respondent did not 
contend that at the expiration of 
the period fixed by a franchise 
from a city to a utility the city 
may not order the utility off the 
streets, or that at the expiration of 
the term such franchise rights of 
the utility do not cease, or that by 
continuing service alone the utility 
would acquire any renewal rights 
= - | aad 

The city contended vigorously 
throught the proceedings that 
there exists no public necessity for 
continuance of the electric service 
supplied by the Missouri Utilities, 
but Judge Atwood held that “is a 
matter peculiarly within the juris- 
diction of the Public Service Com- 
mission.”’ 

The quo warranto suit, an orig- 
inal proceeding in the. Supreme 
Court, was filed in the name of 
Attorney-Genera] Shartel after the 
utility had ignored the city’s or- 
der of July 15, 1931, to vacate the 
city’s streets and discontinue fur- 
nishing electric light and power 
service to residents of Sikeston. 

The company contended that 
since Nov. 24, 1925, it had and still 
was lawfully operating in Sikeston 
by virtue of authority granted it 
under a certificate of the Public 
Service Commission. From Nov. 
16, 1922, to July 165, 1931, the 
company claimed, it operated 
“without any objection whatever” 
from the city, that the city levied, 
assessed and collected taxes, and 
collected an annual Hcense tax.

Sept. 2.—The growing dependence 
on governments and ligws, both 
state and Federal, is an unhealthy 
symptom of the emotional strain 


‘which these difficult times have 


produced, said James A. Farrell, 
former president of the United 
States Steel Corporation in an ad- 
dress which he sent to be read to-~- 
day at the Intermountain Eco- 
nomic Conference here. The con- 
ference is discussing business prob- 
lems of mountain states. 

Farrell, who is chairman of the 
National Foreign Trade Council, 
added that “the power of govern- 
ment or legislation to help trade is, 
greatly over-estimated. A people 
grows prosperous through peace, 
industry and the rémoval of un- 
necessary restrictions on freedom 
of initiative. 


“In our own and other coun- 
tries in recent times attempts to 
stabilize prices by means of pools 
and other artificial devices have 
not only failed of their purpose 
but contributed to the confusion 
of world price decline. No gov- 
ernment regulations or plans that 
offend against recognized eco- 
nomic laws can have permanent 
value as a solvent of temporary 
difficulties, 

Predicts Foreign Demand. 

“What is so frequently spoken 
of as over-prodiuction is really 
undér-consumption and for this 
condition in a world of plenty we 
must fix responsibility on the 
complication of causes which un- 
dermined the credit structure of 
world trade. 

“There is some satisfaction in 
the reflection that the heavy de- 
cline in orders for our finished 
manufactures has accuntulated 
unsatisfied wants in foreign coun- 
tries which, with the first assur- 
ances of returning normalcy, will 
mean a heavy demand upon our 
industrial capacity. 

“While it is not my intention 
to enter upén a controversial field, 
I ¢eel I voice the view of American 
business in expressing the opinion 
that whatever faults may be al- 
leged against our tariff policy 
from the standpoint of high tariff 
or low, the chief complaint of the 
business man is not. with regard to 
the height of the tariff so much as 
the frequency of revision which 
lends uncértainty to his best-laid 
plans for the future. No country 
can afford by uneconomic prac- 
tices to destroy its partnership in 


world trade.” 
Message From President. 

Business men at the conference 
yesterday réceived a message from 
President Hoover wishing them 
succéss in their é@fforts to attain 
greater development of the inter- 
mountain territory through busi- 
ness co-ordination. Mr. Hoover's 
message read:

REVOLT QUELLED: NEW 
PRESIDENT IN ECUADOR 


Head of Senate Takes Office 
After Last of the Rebels 
Surrender. 


By the Associated Press. 

QUITO, Ecuador, Sept. 2.—Loy- 
alist troops forced the surrender of 
the last contingent of rebels today 
and Alberto Guerrero Martinez, 
president of the Senate, was _ in- 
stalled as Acting President of the’ 
Republic. 

Martinez occupied the presiden- 
tial chair for a time in 1924, dur- 
ing the illnesgof President Cor- 
dova. He has been active in poli- 
tics for many years and on at least 
one occasion was arrested by the 
ruling powers on charges of plot- 
ting their downfall. He arrived 
here this afternoon with Leonardo 
Sotomayor, the Minister of War, 
after the rebel surrender. 

The capital was won at consid- 
erable cost, however, for in the 
last three days Quito has seen the 
heaviest fighting in the modern 
history of the republic. Red Cross 
workers estimated 380 men had 
been killed and 732 wounded dur- 
ing artillery bombardments and 
close fighting. 

Loyal troops: fought their way 
into the city yesterday, advancing 
under cover of machine-gun fire 
to mop up the streets with bay- 
onets. Rebel sharpshooters hidden 
on the roofs harried the loyalists, 
but when the first regimen” 
reached the Congressional Palace 
the battle ended. 


RUSSIA INCREASES FOOD PRICES 
FOR SECOND TIME THIS YEAR 


Rise in Meat, Eggs and Butter Due 
to Shortage Chiefly ‘Affects 
Foreigners. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 2.—The second 
rise in food prices this year was 
decreed by the Government today 
when ration stores heavily in- 
creased the cost of meat, eggs, 
cheese and sour cream, of which 
there is an acute shortage. | 

Eggs jumped from one ruble for 

10 to three rubles and a half: the 
best cheese from six rubles and a 
half to 14 rubles per kilogram, and 
the secondary grade from 2.60 ru- 
bles to six rubles. The price of sour 
cream went from three rubles to 
four and a half rubles a kilogram, 
and meat from 1.45 rubles to 2.12 
rubles per kilogram. (A ruble is 
nominally valued at 50 cents and a 
kilogram is equal to 2.2 pounds.) 
Since most of the products in- 
volved have not been available for 
some time in native stores, Ameri- 
cans and other foreigners were 
chiefly affected by the rises be- 
cause these foods usually are 
stocked in the two stores operated 
for them. Moreover, the rations 
for foreigners recently were cut in 
half. 
Vegetables and seasonal fruits at 
present are plentiful. Although 
bread and fish still seem to be 
ample to meet the demands, the 
average Russian citizen has very 
little besides vegetables in his daily 
diet. 


MARKEDD DROP IN OIL IMPORTS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—Crude 
oil and gasoline imports showed a 
marked decline in July compared 
to June, before the excise tax on 
thefe commodities became effec- 
tive. Figures made public today 
by the Commerce Department | 
showed a decline in imports of 
crude petroleum from 262,292 bar- 
rels daily in June to 49,205 in July, 
the lowest daily average in many 
years. Gasoline imports dropped 
from the daily average of 43,371 
barrels in June to 2051 in July.

Tallant Tubbs, G. O. P.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 2.—In 
the wake of a fanciful, scrambled 
senatorial primary, California Re- 
publicans are taking stock of their 
party’s prospects under the titular 
leadership of 34-year-old Tallant 
Tubbs, scion of one of San Fran- 
cisco’s oldest and wealthiest fami- 
lies. — 

Without the support of any rec- 
ognized political faction, the debon- 


naire San Franciscan, born to 
yachts and social position, rode to 
a surprising victory over the vet- 
eran Senator Samuel M. Shortridge. 

More surprising still, the son of 
wealth and fortune rolled up a San 
Francisco “soutH of Market street”’ 
vote of proportions hitherto re- 
served for the hard-boiled district’s 
favorite offspring, “Sunny Jim” 
Rolph, now Governor of the State. 


Dry Vote Was Split. 

The inevitable aftermath of a 
complex political campaign finds 
many explanations—not previously 
foreseen—of the Tubbs’ victory. 
For one thing, the big dry vote of 
Southern California was split be- 
tween the crusading Rev. “Bob” 
Shuler and-the equally “bone dry’”’ 
Representative Joseph Crail. 

But it does not explain how a 
slim, trim, collegiate appearing 
native son” could overcome the in- 
fluence and prestige of his chief 
opponent's 12 years of office hold- 
ing. 

“Well, I guess baseball helped a 
little,” the Republican senatorial 
nominee said. ‘You see I’ve been 
a nut about baseball ever since I 
was a kid and I was always wan- 
dering over on the South Side, or- 
ganizing teams and playing ball. 
That helped me to get acquainted 
with the boys south of the slot. 

“I also learned there that it’s 
the personal touch that counts. So 
when I decided to run for the Sen- 
ate I made up my mind to meet 
people face to face and tell them 
personally what I stood for and 
would try to do if elected. It got 
me into a lot or arguments, but it 
was a lot of fun, too. 

For Straight Out Repeal. 

“Well, I guess that personal an- 
gle was what did it, that and the 
knowledge that I don’t believe in 
pussy-footing. My supporters knew 
if they voted for me it meant a 
vote for straight out repeal and no 
ifs and ands.” 

In his campaign, Tubbs flew 
mere han 20,000 miles in an auto- 
gyro, his name painted on the un- 
der wing. He visited almost every 
county in the State. Of the five 
Republican candidates he was the 
only one to receivé the indorsement 
of the California Federation of La- 
bor. 

Elected to the State Senate when 
26 years old, the youngest man ever 
to be seated in the upper branch 
of the Legislature, Tubbs began his 
political career as an opponent of 
prohibition. He opposed the so- 
called “Jones still bill,” which 
would have made possession of a 
still prima facie evidence of guilt 
and sought to repeal the State’s 
prohibition enforcement act.

SWANSON MAKES HOPEFUL

It is now September. The last two winters have 
been fortunately mild. The mean temperature for 
the three winter months in 1930-31 was 38.4, as 
against an average of 33.6 for 56 years. The mean 
for the three winter months of 1931-2 was 43.2. Thus, 
last winter was some 10 degrees warmer than the 
average, winter before last almost five degrees. The 
problem of relief has been much less troublesome 
than it would have been had these winters been even 
normal. The chances are that next winter will be 
severe. If so, the problem of relief will be greatly 
intensified. 
It is not in St. Louis alone that there is a dispo- 
sition somehow to muddle through the whole crisis. 
It has been the disposition in Washington, as it has 
been the disposition in most of the states. The big 
industrial cities have béen lamentably unsystematic 
in-dealing with the problem. The patchwork here 
is of a piece with the patchwork in New York, in 
Philadelphia, in Detroit and in Chicago. We have 
several times urged upon local industry that it absorb 
as much unemployment as it can before winter sets 
in. We have urged that a survey of industry be un- 
dertaken for the purposes of such absorption. It is 
extremely dangerous to go into a third winter with 
100,000 people to be fed and inadequate plans to feed 
them. 
This is not to say that every effort that has been 
made to meet this great responsibility has not been 
and is not commendable. The people have risen 
nobly to-the emergency in which the community has 
been plunged by the greatest business depression in 
the history of the United States. They have given 
time and money. They are paying excessive taxes. 
They are making incredible sacrifices. It is industry 
that has not risen to its responsibility. It has made 
but little progress toward the five-day week, a respect 
in which we are far behind communities in the East. 
A considerable segment of business in St. Louis has 
adopted the precisely opposite tactic. It has increased 
hours and decreased wages. Some of the biggest cor- 
porations in the community are working their em- 
ployes longer hours than they were when times were 
piping. One of the great corporate exceptions is the 
Bell Telephone Co. It went on what is approximately 
a five-day week months ago. It has some 24,000 em- 
ployes in this district, and it has done its utmost to 
keep all of them on the payroll. It is true that their 
wages have been decreased, but the company has kept 
down the bread lines. 
All the relief agencies brought into the field cannot 
take care of 100,000 people in St. Louis through a 
hard winter. The money raised by the Crisis Com- 
mittee, the money raised by the Community Fund, 
the money contributed by the city, the money raised 
by such extraordinary taxes as tolls on the Municipal 
Bridge, the money contributed by the Federal Treas-

Germany is the only nation in the world that does 
not possess a great fighting establishment. Her de- 
feat in the World War was followed by the destruc- 
tion of her navy, and a clause in the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles limited her army to 100,000 men, a size cal- 
culated as adequate for police purposes. The other 
signatories of the treaty pledged themselves to re- 
duce their fighting forces accordingly, but this pledge 
has been outrageously violated and there are now 
more men under arms than before the World War. 
This is the basis for Germany’s grievance. 
If we lived in a rational world, all statesmen 
would accept Germany as a model. She has existed 
unarmed for 14 years and, while it is true she _ is 
poverty-stricken, her plight would be far worse if 
billions had been spent on armament. On the other 
hand, France, Great Britain, Italy and the United 
States have poured out astronomical sums for arms 
and find themselves bogged in the worst depression 
in history. One of the ways out of the~- depression 
is to lift the economic burdens of excessive armament, 
and Germany has shown that it can be done without 
imperiling national existence. . 
It is an unhappy comment on the intelligence of 
mankind that, instead of all -nations following Ger- 
many’f example, Germany is seeeking to return to

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A RECORD OF NEGRO PROGRESS. 
How the condition of the Negro in this country has 
been bettered in the last two decades is set forth in 
the 20-year report of the Phelps-Stokes Fund. The 
fund was established by the will of Miss Caroline 
Phelps Stokes, who died in 1909, for philanthropic 
and educational work among Negroes, both in this 
country and in Africa. The fund has smallér finan- 
cial means than others devoted to similar purposes, 
but it has worked in such a multitude of related 
phases of the work that its directors are able to give 
a complete view of the whole field. 
While much remains to be done along all lines, a 
table shows remarkable gains in Negro education. 
Literacy among Negroes was 69.5 per cent in 1910 
and 90 per cent in 1930. Public school attendance 
increased in that period from 1,670,650 to 2,389,389: 
teachers rose in number from 3856 to 18,000; annual 
expenditures for education from $13,061,700 to $61,- 
719,929, and the number of high schools leaped from 
91 to 1000. This was done, not entirely by: outside 
help, but in accordance with the fund’s tenet that the 
best results come by “working with colored people 
rather than for them.” Along this line, the fund has 
been a leader in improving 'inter-racial relations and 
co-operation, by bringing together educated repre- 
sentatives of both races. 
While the report laments that 1,000,000 Negro chil- 
dren of school age still are out of school, the ground 
gained by a race but 70 years outiof slavery and only 
a few generations rethoved from primitive life is en- 
couraging. The lessons learned here are being ap- 
plied as well to the betterment of Negroes in Africa. 
Such a program achieves progress and roots out 
prejudice.

Are the Railroads Licked? |

While urging stricter control of their motored rivals, railways are taking othér steps 
to regain lost business; fast freight service, store-door delivery and motor trains on 
branch lines are among new methods; writer finds many executivés oppose inhova- 
tions, and delay in adopting them has given bussés and trucks an advantage.

N a recent survéy of the transportation 
| problem, I asked the executives of nearly 

a dozen railroads what they were going 
to do about a country that is rapidly for- 
gétting to use its railroads. Always when 
I propounded the question, I heard first 
the tale of unfair régulation—the story of 
a government which subjects the railroads 
to the strictest sort of Federal supervision, 
but allows the motor carriers to do almost. 
as they choose. When I finally got behind 
the barrage of régulation talk, I discovered 
that the railroad people are doing some 
practical thinking along other lines. Somg 
of the carriers are fighting an inspiring 
battle; others apparently are still bound 
to the wheel of tradition.’ 

Merchandise traveling on the Speed 
Witch—a fast, overnight freight train op- 
erated by the New Haven Railroad in con- 
junction with the Pennsylvania—actually 
beats the mails. Goods leaving Philadelphia 
during the late afternoon are on the retail 
counters in Boston, unpacked and ready for 
sale, when store doors open the next morn- 
ing. Rates are precisely the same as those 
applying to more leisurely freight service. 
The Cotton Bélt has established similar ser- 
vice on its line from St. Louis to Shreveport 
and Texarkana. All of these flier freights 
have been singularly successful in recaptur- 
ing business that had been taken from the 
railroads by the motor carriers. 

“Despite the higher costs of operation,” 
a New Haven official said, “we believe the 
rapid movement of freight is distinctly 
worth while, getting the shippers to think 
in terms of rail transportation once more.” 
Railroad officials everywhere are watching 
these experiments with deep interest. Most 
of those I talked with admitted that the 
movement of freight must be speeded up all 
along the line if the railroads are going to 
stay in the business of less-than-carlot haul- 
age. 


Of equal importance is the matter of 
picking up freight at the shipper's door and 
Gelivering it to the consignee’s place of 
business. Rail executives realize at last, I 
think, that the steam carriers must meet 
highway transportation on its own ground.

zest, even with apprehension. Railroad folks. 
apparently are cursed with an inborn an- 
tipathy toward any kind of rolling stock 
except a steam locomotive and a train of 
cars. The setting up of a nation-wide de- 
livery system, to be stre, bristles with dif- 
ficult practical problems, but it doesn’t 
seem probable that any of them is in- 
soluble.

The larger motors develop up to 
1000 horsepower and can handle a train 
of cars as easily as a light passenger loco- 
motive. If more power is needed, several 
of them can be hooked together and op- 
erated by synchronized control from one

SAYS IODINE IN BLOOD 
CONTROLS ONE'S SLEEP 


English Scientist Reports Slum- 
ber Comes Whén Thyroxin 
Supply Is Diminished.

YORK, England, Sept. 2.—Sleep 
geems to be controlled by the 
amount of iodine in the blood, ac- 
cording to Dr. G. 8. Carter, who 
explained his theory yesterday to 
the British Association for the Ad- 
Thyroxin,

sleep-controlling substance, he said; 
sleep comes when the supply of 
thyroxin in the blood is decreased. 
The winter-long hibernation of 
many animals also seems to be con- 
trolled by thyroxin, Dr. Carter said 
his experiments showed. He tried 
thyroxin on frogs, which have a 
different body temperature and 
pulse rate in winter when hiber- 
nating than in summer, When thy- 
roxin was added to the heart of a 
hibernating frog, the frog’s tem- 
perature and pulse increased to the 
summer level. 4

sociation that if the entire popu- 
lation of London were to shout, the 
noise would produce only one 
horsepower of energy.

ATTACKED BY LAWYER 


Its Transfer to State for Taxes 
After Nobody Bids Declared 
to Be Void. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN DIEGO, €al., Sept. 2. — 
After the failure of an attempt to 
sell the zoo at auction here for 


taxes a question has arisen con- 
cerning the regularity of thé trans- 
action. J. H. Johnson, County .As- 
sessor, ruling that the zoo had 
failed to pay $6000 In personal 
property taxes. undertook to sell 
the 2400 animals to satisfy the 
claim. He failed to get a bid. 
Johnson thereupon declared the 
zoo “sold to the State” under the 
statutory delinquency procedure. 

Thomas Whelan, County District 
Attorney, ruled that the sale of 
the zoo to the State was void “for 
a variety of reasons.” The matter 
cannot be straightened out until 
the County Supervisors meet next 
Monday morning. 

Whelan suggested that the sup- 
ervisors order him to bring an ac- 
tion to collect the tax and so de- 
termine whether Johnson's con- 
tention that the animals in the zoo 
are taxable can be sustained. The 
city then would enter the case as 
an infervenor, claiming the prop- 
erty belongs to the city, is held by 
the city in trust for the children 
of San Diego and is therefore un- 
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taxuble. Yesterday the question 
arose facetiously, but still with a 
certain amount of possibility, that 
Johnson or the State or hoth might 
be charged rent by the zoo, pend- 
ing settlement of the problem, And 
meanwhile the soo inmates must 
eat. Mrs. Belle Benchley, director 
ofthe zoo, said the thonthly feed 
bill was about $1000. Incidental- 
ly, the zoo appropriation in the 
San Diego city budget last week 
was materially reduced from last 
year’s appropriation of nearly $35,- 
000. 

In addition to that amount, the 
zoo management collects several 
thousand dollars a year in admis- 
sion charges. The zoo is owned by 
the San Diego Zoological Society, 
a private corporation with a 
municipal subsidy. It is situated 
ih a city park. It owns many rare 
specimens, including one of the 
only twa watruses in captivity in 
the United States: two Northern 
elephant seals; two Southern 
fur seals; a pair of gorillas; two 
Bengal tigers: one wombat; a Cal- 
ifornia condor and several man-o- 
war birds.

BETHEL, Me., Sept. 2.—Dr. John 
G. Gehring, widely known neurol- 
ogist and a pioneer in auto-sug- 
gestion, died at his home here last 
night.

The first payment on the prin- 
cipal of an East St. Louis munici- 
pal bond issue, originally floated 44 
years ago, was made yesterday by 
the city treasurer. 

The installment was $30,000, plus 
$16,900 interest charges. The is- 
sue totals $712,000. The bonds 
first were issued in 1888 to cover 
city indebtedness,. including the 
cost of raising the grade of down- 
town streets. In 1908 the issue was 
increased in principal to its pres- 
ent amount, other indebtedness be- 
ing added. 

Nothing was ever paid into the 
sinking funds provided to retire the 
bonds. In 1928, after a lengthy 
controversy fn the City Council, the 
sinking fund plan was rejected and 
serial payments to begin this year 
substituted. The interest charges 
On the issue in 44 years total $1,- 
200,000.

GRADES TO SHOP WELL 


Expert Gives Advice Which 
Aids in Careful 
Selection. 


It ig easy enough to be a-smart 
shopper when buying fruits, vege- 
tables and the staple line of foods, 
but it is another stéry when it 
comes to the-purchasing of meat. 
It is necessary to have a knowl- 
edge of the different meat cuts and 
also the quality characteristics of 
meat before one can be classed as 
a good meat shopper. ~An expla- 
nation of points to be considered is 
given by/a ‘prominent food eco- 
nomics director. 

Meat in good condition is firm, 
bulky and odorless. To be pulat- 
able, meat must be tender, juicy 
and well. flavored. The propor- 
tion of fat to lean affeqts the fla- 
vor. 

Tenderness is judged. by. the tex- 
ture of the lean—the grain of the 
meat should be fine and as free as 
possible from connective tissue, | 
stringiness and gristie. The meat 
should be firm, and have a smooth 
velyety appearance, and be well 
marbled or mottled with fat. There 
should be a good outer cévering or 
coating of the same creamy white 
fat. A red, porous, soft bone indi- 
cates a young animal and therefore 
more tender “meat. 

Good beef should be a light to 
medium red-in color and have a 
good covering of creamy white fat. 

Veal, which is the iflesh of the 
young beef ‘animal, is a grayish 


steaks svete cr stan ta The 
meat is of a very fine grain, fairty 
firm. velvety in texture and not 
marbled or mottled with fat.. The 
bone is porous, soft and red and 
the ends of gome of the bones are 
still pliabfe. 
Lamb and Mutton. 

Lamb is a rich pinkish te@ in 
color. The meat is fine grained) 
firm and of a velvety texture. A 
fair covering and some mottling of 
fat insures a good flavor. The bone 
of young lamb is porous and red in 
color. The forefoot ankle joint is 
jagged or uneven, sowing that the 
bone was sufficiently porous to 
break the fore foot joint. This is 
known as the “break joint” and is 
found only in lamb. 

The mutton carcass is larger 
than the lamb. The flesh or meaty 
portions are a.grayish or brick red 
in color. The flesh should be fine 
grained and it shuld have a rather 
thick ‘outer covering of white, 
brittle fat. 

The lean of fresh pork ‘trom a 
g00d young carcass is a grayish 
white, turning to a delicate rose 
color in the older animal. It 3 
firm and velvety in texture and 
fine, smooth grained. The lean 
should be well marbled and covered 
with. a white, smooth, firm fat, free 
from fibers.

Among the Last Minute Op- 
portunities to Complete 
Winter Stores, 


As small green tomatoes come 
in, try a few in preserves and 
chow-chow. They have a flavor 
all their own and the ripest and 
reddest tomatoes are rivaled by 
these uses of ¢he green. 


Wash four quarts of small green 
tomatoes, cut a slice from the stem 
end of each one, and weigh the to- 
matoes. Cover with boiling water, 
let stand five mirutes, then drain 
and cut the tomatoes in thin slices. 
Add three lemons cut in very thin 
slices without peeling, three pounds 
light brown sugar, two teaspoons 
ground ginger and one cup water. 
Heat slowly to the boiling point, 
cover the kettle and boil slowly for 
one and one-half hours skimming 
frequently during the cooking. At 
the end of that time, remove from 
fire and let stand until cold, then 
reheat to the boiling point, boll 
uncovered and very slowly for 30 
minutes. Pack in sterilized jars 
and seal at once. 

Chow-Chow. 

Select four quarts small green 
tomatoes, wash, then slice in thin 
slices or chop coarsely. Chop six 
large white onions and six large 
green peppers from which the seeds 
have been removed. Mix the vege- 
tables all together with one cup 
salt and let stand overnight. Drain 
thoroughly and rinse with two 
cups hot water. Drain again and 
put in a kettle with one quart 
vinegar, one cup light brown 
sugar, one ounce white mustard 
seed, two tablespoons celery seed 
and one teaspoon black pepper. 
Heat slowly to the beiling point 
and boil gently until the vegetables 
are tender, or for about 40 min- 
utes. Store in a crock or in small 
glass jars. Makes about three 
quarts of pickle. 


FRESH PEA COMBIATIONS 


Boil potatoes and serve with the 
cooked peas poured over. Season 
with melted butter, salt and pepper. 

Combine three cups cooked green 
peas-with 12 cooked young onions, 
season with salt, pepper and melt- 
ed butter.

RICH OLD CONSERVES 


No Skimping in the Recipes of 
Half a Century 
Ago. 


From an old book of recipes 
popular 50 years back, we are fa- 
vored with marmalade, conserve, 
jam and preserves still made every 
year by one elderly Sst. Louis 


woman. 
Peach Marmalade. 

Pare, stone and weigh the 
peaches. Weigh three-fourths 
pound of sugar for each pound of 
fruit. Put sugar in a bowl or pan 
and set aside. Extract kernels 
from one-fourth of peach pits, cut 
them in small pieces and steep in 
one cupful of water for 15 min- 
utes. Then strain and _ set the 
water aside for use later on. Mash 
peaches and heat slowly to the 
boiling point, stirring constantly at 
first. Boil gently for 45 minutes, 
stirring frequently and mashing 
fruit as you stir it. Add sugar, re- 
heat to the boiling point, and boil 
for 5 minutes. Skim, add water in 
which the kernels were steeped, 
and the juice of one lemon to each 
three pounds of fruit. Boil for 10 
minutes, then pour into sterilized 
glasses and seal with ee parif- 
fin. 

Pear and Pineapple ‘iiaiieetts 

Peel one pound cooking pears 
and cut in small dice. Add grated 
rind of one orange and one lemon. 
juice of these, one-fourth cup 
chopped preserved ginger, four 
slices canned pineapple cut in 
pieces, and one cup pineapple 
juice. Cook slowly for 20 min- 
utes until pears are tender. Then 
measure and add three-fourths 
cup sugar for each cup fruit and 
juice. Stir until sug.c dissolves 
and then boil gently until fruit is 
transparent and golden in color, on 
for about 40 minutes, stirring occa- 
sionally. When done, remove from 
fire, let stand 10 minutes, stir in 
one-fourth pound chopped 
blanched almonds and pour into 
sterilized glasses. Seal with melt- 
ed paraffin. 

Damson Preserve. 

Select four quarts damson plums 
that are sound and not too ripe. 
Wash and drain, then prick each 
plum with a fork. Weigh fruit and 
allow an equal weight of sugar. Put 
the sugar in a preserve kettle with 
one cup water to each four pounds 
sugar. Heat slowly to the boiling 
point and then boil for five min- 
utes, skimming frequently. Add 
plums and boil slowly until fruit 
is tender but not broken. If cooked 
too rapidly the plums will fall 
apart. When done, skim out plums 
and boil down syrup about one- 
fourth. Return plums to syrup, 
reheat to the boiling point and 
pour’ into pint jars or 4 stone 
crock. Makes about three quarts 
of preserves. 

Grape Jam. 

Wash five pounds purple grapes, 
pick from stems and press grapes 
to separate skins and pulp. Place 
pulp in a kettle and heat to the 
boiling point. Press through a 
coarse strainer or a colander to re- 
move seeds. Add skins to this 
strained pulp, measure the whole 
and add one cup sugar to every 
two cups of the mixture. Stir un- 
til boiling, boil gently for 25 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally, and then 
pour into sterilized jelly glasses and 
seal with melted paraffin. 


METHOD OF PLANNING MEALS 


DEVELOP AND IMPROVE SLOWLY | 


Planning meals is something 
more than just buying and cook- 
ing food and the subject is an im- 
portant one in homemaking. Suc- 
cess in meal planning comes 
through experience, and that ex- 
perience cannot be gained over- 
night. ® 
Some people find it easier to plan 
the day’s meals around dinner; 
some take each meal by itself 
without much thought for its con- 
nection with the others. 

The most experienced plan each 
day’s food as a unit made up of 
three parts, fitting each with the 
others as regards food values, fla- 
combinations and _ variety. 
This is the ideal way, but it is 
one that must be gained by ex- 
perience. Therefore it is often bet- 
ter in the beginning to take din- 
ner as your starting point and plan 
the other two meals around it. 
Thinking of the day’s menu as a 
whole will develop from this.

Ac- 
cording to this school of thought, 
the pretzel is supposed to have 
been givén to childrén by monks, 
in the long ago, as a reward for 
having said their prayers well. 

The twists are said to represent 
a child’s hands in prayer. Another 
version has it that the twists repre- 
sent the ropes which bound Christ's 
hands before crucifixion, and that 
pretzels were eaten only during 
holy -week in olden times, 
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STANDARD PRODUCTS: 


Canned and Packaged Goods 
Should Be Carefully 
Selected. 


The advantage of buying adver- 
tised, standard products are many 
and cannot be too strongly empha- 
sized. In the first place, you are 
assured of the same quality and of 
uniformity of flavor and appear- 
Packaged products are 
packed under careful supervision 
and are generally as wholesome as 
modern methods of packing and 
sanitation can make them. 

Manufacturers and packers keep 
in touch with research and experi- 
mental laboratories—in many cases 
they maintain their own experts— 
and they are always on the lookout 
to improve in any way the value of 
their products, 

Most products are put up in sev- 
eral grades which can be readily 
distinguished by reading the labels. 
In canned foods these grades most- 
ly depend on the size and quality 
of the raw ‘product. Each grade 
of a standard product is whole- 
some and packed with the same 
careful supervision. When you 
find the brand and grade _ that 
suits your pocketbook and your 
taste, stick to it.

Haddock, flounder or halibut 
fillets may be used as satisfactorily 
as sole.

Cut fillets in half, 
brush with melted butter or cook- 
ing oil and sprinkle with salt and 
pepper.

While fish is cooking pick over 
crab flakes to remove any bits of 
shell and put in a saucepan with 
two tablespoons butter, a grating 
of lemon rind, and a little salt and 
pepper. Heat slowly, shaking the 
pan. 

When hot, remove from the fire, 
add one-quarter cup thin cream 
or evaporated milk. Put fish fil- 
lets on a hot plater, heap with 
crab flakes and garnish with 
watercréss and tiny pieces of to- 
mato. 


BROILED EGG PLANT MAY BE 
SERVED WITH MUSHROOMS 


Eggplant broiled and _ served 
with plenty of creamed mushrooms 
makes an excellent main dish fora 
vegetable dinner. Cut eggplant— 
a medium-sized, firm one—across 
in slices half an inch thick. Peel 
each slice and brush with melted 
butter. It is no longer considered 
necessary to soak eggplant in salt 
before using, and the flavor is 
much better without it. 

Broil the eggplant slices for five 
minutes on each side. While it is 
cooking peel one-half pound mush- 
room caps and scrape the stems. 
Or drain a can of whole canned 
mushrooms. Melt four table- 
spoons buter, add the musrooms, 
cut in quarters, cover and cook 
slowly for eight minutes. Remove 
the cover, stir in four tablespoons 
flour and when well mixed add 
one and one-half cups milk. Be 
careful not to crush the mush- 
rooms. Cook until thickened. 

Season with one-half teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, about one 
teaspoon salt and one teaspoon 
lemon juice. Put the eggplant on 
a hot platter, heap the creamed 
mushrooms on each slice and gar- 
nish with minced parsley and 
small pieces of canned pimiento. 


ITALIAN BEEF RAGOUT 


Cut cold roast beef in small even 
shaped pieces to make two packed 
cupfuls. Slice one-half cup white 
onions and one cup celery as well 
as three-fourths cup carrots. Chop 
one-fourth cup parsley. Melt two 
tablespoons driDpings in a sauce- 
pan, add the vegetables and cook 
‘slowly for 15 minutes in a closely 
covered pan. ® 

At the end o7 that time stir: 
in one cup gravy, one cup boiling 
water, one teaspdon curry powder 
and a pinch of nutmeg. Simmer 
for five minutes, add the meat, 
cover and cook slowly for 40 min- 
utes. Thicken with two  table- 
spoons flour mixed with cold water 
and serve with boiled rice, noodles 
or spaghetti.
